Washington, May 7 (AP).—Why 


an army, air corps, chiefly concerned 
with motors, parachutes and the sci- 
ence of aeronautics, should have 
army horses, was put'to Brig.-Gen. 
Oscar Westover, assistant 'chief of 
the air corps, Friday, and brought 
an answer that no one in the air 
corps knew exactly why. 


General Westover seemed puzzled 


;here' should be horses in the air 
corps, but admitted 'that branch of 
,he service did have them. What 
;hey were used for he said he did 
not know. 
'A major of, field artillery, however, 
attached to the general-staff and 
charged with making public army 
data, said there were a total of 73 
horses in the air corps, together 
with 116 mules. The horses, he said, 


were used exclusively for "policing" 
or cleaning up landing fields and for 
similar duties around an air corps 
station. 


The largest number of riding 


horses is at Maxwell field, Alabama, 
where there are 36. Kelly field, 
Texas, is next favored with 19. 
There are only -two each for of- 
ficers to obtain exercise at Boiling 
field% District of Columbia, and Scott 
field, Illinois; three at Barksdale 
field, Louisiana, and one each at 
Brooks field, Texas, and France 
field, in the Panama Canal Zone. 


The war department stated the 


work of caring for these horses is up 
to the enlisted men of the air corps, 
although the forage is paid by the 
quartermaster. The air corps has 
complained constantly that it lacks 
a sufficient number of men.

W hen he was arrested yesterday 
the man adm itted he was a Russian 
but said he was the head of a 
Fascist organization w'hlch was op­ 
posed to Bolshevism. By killing the 
president of France, he said, 
he 
hoped to involve France in a war 
with Soviet Russia. 
The first statem ent by police yes­ 
terday said the prisoner was not in 
possession of all his faculties but to­ 
day three alienists examined him 
and pronounced him sane and re­ 
sponsible for his crime. 
Shortly after th at he was a r­ 
raigned before a magistrate. It was 
expected he would be brought to 
trial quickly. 
It was disclosed this afternoon 
th a t four foreigners had been ques­ 
tioned in connection with the crime 
but the only prisoners were the as­ 
sassin and his wife who was detain­ 
ed in Monte Carlo.

Four cardinal principies to guide 
them in their ministerial careers as 
"spiritual specialists” were given by 
the Rev. Dr. H. C. Michael, of of 
Johnstown, president of the Alle­ 
ghany synod, in the baccalaureate 
sermon to the twenty members of 
the graduating class of the Lu­ 
theran theological seminary at com­ 
mencement exercises in Christ Lu­ 
theran church, Friday evening. 
“See the truth clearly and then 
believe in it implicitly” was the 
first admonition given the gradu­ 
ates by the speaker, following with 
what he considered an even greater 
principle, "believe in the truth of 
the Bible." 
Declaring that much preaching 
today is too technical and profound, 
Rev. Dr. Michael gave as his third 
pointer to the new ministers the 
fact that they should be able to 
express the truth accurately, clearly 
and simply. 
Give Unselfish Service 
His fourth principle for success 
in the ministry was the admonition 
that the new clergymen illustrate 
the truths in which they believe by 
perfection in their personal lives, 
declaring, “The life of one godly 
person is forth many sermons." 
•Your success in the ministry,” 
the Johnstown minister asserted, 
depends largely upon your appre­ 
ciation of a life of service. 
You 
will be surrounded by greed and 
selfishness and your success de­ 
pends on unselfish service. Go out 
not to exalt yourselves but the 
name of Jesus Christ. 
“A weary world awaits your mes­ 
sage of hope and cheer, and you 
must realise the greatness and dif­ 
ficulties of your calling. You will 
have certain prejudices to overcome 
for msny people are not anxious to 
accept spiritual teachings. There­ 
fore, you enter the ministry with a 
willingness to pay the price. Your 
success will be in proportion to your 
devotion to the cause and the ex­ 
tent of your self-sacrifice." 
Is Fittest Profession 
After asserting that no other pro­ 
fession is as fine as the ministry, 
Rev. Dr. Michael said it is greater 
than fame or fortune because of 
the comfort and peace it gives and 
the knowledge of the satisfaction 
of helping others.

Fire Sweeps Cunard Pier; 
Loss Runs Into Millions 


New York, May 7 (AP).—A treach­ 
erous conflagration, bom in a wisp 
of smoke, swept the Hudson river' 
piers of the Cunard Steamship Lines 
Friday ami continued down the 
path of destruction Friday night. 
PSfteen hours after it started the 
fire had destroyed a $2,000,000 terml- 
nal at the foot of Thirteenth .street 
on the lower West Side, had swept 
a two-story office building, and was 
reaching out toward two other piers 
on either side of the main locale. 
One spectator, Ralph Gludge, 47 
died of injuries attendant on the 
blaze and upward of 280 firemen 
were hurt by acid fumes and flames. 
Seven hundred firemen, compris­ 
ing the greatest army of firemen 
marshaled in recent years, were or- 
deied on all-night duty, and the end 
of their labors was not in sight. 
The total damage was difficult to 
estimate, 
Cunard 
Line 
officials 
placed Die las.- in cargo at about 
$125,000 but said the principal harm 
resulted from th** lack of pierage 
facilities for th** giant liners, the 
Mauretania, Aquitanla and Heren- 
garui 
The piers were leased from 
the city and were covered by insur­ 
ance. 
Part (If Pier Drops Into River 
In mid-afternoon the whole cen­ 
ter section of pier 54 dropped into 
the Hudson with a roar of hissing 
steam. 
The 
flames 
then 
crept 
through 
a 
partition, ignited the 
flimsy wooden office building and 
tuiled around the under-pinning of 


pier 63. This, in spite of the fact 
th at water had been pouring into 
the volcano at the rate of 15,000 gal­ 
lons a minute since 9 o'clock and 
six fireboats and thirty land engines 
had been constantly on the job. 
The fire started about 6 o'clock 
Friday morning, A watchman no­ 
ticed smoke ascending from a burn­ 
ing pile of rubbish under pier 54, 
which stretches for 1,000 feei into 
the 
Hudson 
river 
on 
creosote- 
soaked piles. 
Merely Phones For Firemen 
He attempted to stem it by hand 
methods and when he failed he 
merely telephoned to fire head­ 
quarters without turning in a regu­ 
lar alarm. 
Before the first few companies had 
arrived the flames were manifestly 
out of control. 
Dense smoke was 
rolling across tower M anhattan and 
the highly inflammable pilings were 
shooting fingers of flame fifty feet 
into the air. A second, third, fourth 
and fifth alarm was turned in and 
presently every available piece of 
apparatus 
was 
clanging 
to 
the 
scene. 
By noontime all hope of saving 
the first dock had been abandoned 
and the fire-fighting forces concen­ 
trated on protecting other water­ 
front property, even then in peril. 
The French liner De Grasse, tied 
two piers away, was moved into the 
river. The Anchor liner California 
was shifted down stream to another 
pier.

Chicago, May 7 
(AP).—An a t­ 
tempted protest parade, afterm ath 
of a May Day disturbance in Mel­ 
rose Park, western suburb, ended 
Friday with the wounding of nine 
participants by police-directed m a­ 
chine gunfire.

At Random

One of the most graphic ways oí 
analyzing the democratic presiden­ 
tial situation is to spread out a map 
of the United States, and observe 
w hat a striking pattern of sectional 
rivalry 
has been 
traced 
by

events of recent weeks. 
Roughly, the shadow cast by the 
movement for Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt now blankets west and smith, 
with edgings th a t lap over into the 
rural regions elsewhere, but skirt 
sharply around the great cities. 
The corresponding outline of the 
anti-Roosevelt strength, as it ap­ 
pears since the April 26 primaries, 
encompasses the east and northeast, 
reaching south as far as M aryland 
and spilling over westward into the 
m etropolitan sections of Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
There are some gaps. 
In the east, 
Roosevelt 
has 
M aine 
and 
New 
Hampshire, and he claims rural up­ 
state New York. 
In the south and 
west, Illinois, Ohio, Texas, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Virginia are stand­ 
ing out for favorite sons. 
These exceptions do not greatly 
m ar the sym m etry of the general 
picture, however, especially since 
no one knows how many of the gaps 
may prove extrem ely unstable and 
of tem porary character. 


City-Country lin e Drawn 
This may not be exactly what

By Demands Of Modern 
Films.

Hollywood <AP)—The paint, pow­ 
der and wig men of the film studios 
are busy these days. 
Since the rags-to-riches theme 
gave way to films in which flaming 
youth lives and suffers and emerges 
into old age it is up to the makeup 
men to exercise genius in effecting 
the transformation. 
And if you think it's just a simple 
matter of touching up the dark 
young hair with powder or a wig or 
dabbing a few artificial wrinkles on 
the face, you don't know your artist

up.
